SCHOOL REPORT. 


To THE INHABITANTS or Wixpuam: 
DISTRICT NO. 1. 

Summer term, taught by Miss Addie M. Greeley, “of London- 
derry. Miss Greeley is an experienced teacher ; although at the 
first visit to the school, it was not quite as still as desirable, and 
scholars did not speak loud enough. .These points were noticed 
by the Committee, so that they might be corrected. At the 
dose ofthe school it appeared very well. There was decided 
improvement in speaking loud and the order was commendable. 
There appeared to be thorough work as faras they hdd been in 
the various branches ; did not go over a8 much ground as some 
teachers would have done, but of what use is it to run ovet or 
through a book and then not know what isin it? The first class 
in reading was very good. There was an unusual number of 
large boys and girls for a summer school ; but. all'went off with 
credit to teacher and scholar. , 

Winter term was taught by Miss Luette S. Boynton. Miss 
Boynton was also an experienced teacher, and we expected a 
first-rate school, but perhaps she did not draw the reins quite as 
straight as she ought to have dong, expecting these young men 
and ladies as well as the smaller lads would have respect’ enough 
for her, as well as for themselves, so as not to need governing ; 


oe 
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but an unwillingness to obey promptly and cheerfully, showed 
itself among some that did not go to the Summer school. Your 
committee was called to visit the school but did not dismiss any 
at this time, hoping all would cheerfully strive for the good of 
the school. But your committee was again called, and, after 
hearing the case, judged it was for the good of the school that 
one boy should be expelled, as he would not make the acknowl- 
edgement and promise to do better which the committee thought 
necessary. Although an extremely unpleasant duty for your com- 
mittee to perform, he felt it to be his duty. 

The teacher having to draw the lines a little more taut,it seem- 
ed to chaff a little, but after a day or two things appeared quiet 
and went smoothly to the end, about one week. At the close, 
the school appeared well. The 1st and 3d reading classes very 
good, and in giving the letters by the sounds, excellent. Gram- 
mar and parsing was good. Arithmetic classes not quite as 
prompt as we sometimes hear. The greatest objection seems to 
be quite a number of the scholars do not speak loud enough, 
which appears to be from bashfulnessa, in some at least, and per- 
haps from habit ia others. si 


DISTRICT NO. 


Summer term was taught by Miss Ida i, Saunders of Derry. 
Miss Saunders was a young teacher, this being her second term 
of teaching. She did well for a young teacher. School ap- 
peared well at its close and evidently went over more ground, 


than some teachers would have done, but one teacher cannot do. 


everything in one short term. 

Winter term taught by Miss Harriet Ann Chase, of Pelham. 
Miss Chase is an experienced teacher ; one who understands her 
business and attends to it. She needs not, nor gives a long 
code of laws, or rules, for her very motion; and the glance of the 
eye mean eae and the scholars know it, consequently every- 
thing moves like clock-work. Your committee regrets that such 
a teacher should not have a larger, school. Forty scholars or 
upwards instead of less than twenty. A large number of the par- 
ents and friends were present at the close and appeared perfectly: 


= 
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satisfied. ‘The exercise in adding numbers, subtracting mul- 
tiplying and dividing, as given out promiscuously: by the teacher 
was performed very readily and correct. 


DISTRICT NO. 3. 

Taught in Summer by Miss Addie M. Greeley of Londonderry. 
The same that taught in District No. 1. Her firm, decided, and 
energetic manners in school did not suit one or two families, and 
one refused to send their children, thus depriving their children 


of the privilege ot obtaining that education which the law pro- 
vides for every chil d in the State and whieh every child has a 


right to demand at the hands of their parents and guardians. 
At the close, the school appeared well. The small class, in giy- 
ing the counties of our State, and the capitals of the New Eng 
land States, etc., was very prompt, also class in Colburn’s Arith- 
metic. It seems a great pity that any child should be kept out 
of School when there is plenty of room for all that are in the dis. 
trict. ; 

Winter term taught by Miss Viola L. Wilbur, a teacher that 
has taught many terms, and was able to quell any seeming 
trouble, or dislike, to submit to wholesome rules, and the ex 
amination passed off very satisfactorily to the committee and 
and parents, a number being present. Answers in arithmetic 
and rules very good, although there was evidently some prepara- 
iton for the examination. 


DISTRICT NO. 4. | 

Taught by Miss Mary J.S. Anderson, of Londonderry. Miss 
Anderson is very pleasant and cheerful, and governs her school 
by these qualities, rather than by force. And this method seems 
to suit this district, as they engaged the same teacher for the 
year, having three terms. This school has some of the best 
| qualities of any in town—in speaking loud and distinctly, which 
and very much to the appearance of the school. 

The first class in geography went through and reviewed. 
Class in algebra performed well. First clasg in spelling good. 
Second class in spelling not quite as good as their reading. Not 
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quite as, strict in order as some, but getting the good will of the 
scholars.. All went smoothly, and made good progress, As 
they have a larger number of weeks here than in most of the 
districts, we expect this school will strive to rank No. 1. 

I think the writing hooks, taking the whole school, are better 
than any other in.town. The teacher promised a book to. 
the one who made tho greatest improvement in writing. A 
committee was appointed to decide, which gave it to , Clarence 
Slate.

DISTRICT NO. 5. 


Summer term taught by Miss Luella E’ Campbell, of Wind- 
ham. , 

Miss Campbell has not had as much experience as some, this 
being her third term, yet, having a good share of firmness, and 
getting the good will of the scholars, she succeeded better than 
was anticipated by some. The examination passed off credita- 
Dly. 

Winter term taught by Miss 8. Margaret Patterson, of 
Everett, Mass. ies 

Miss Patterson labored under some embarrassments. She had 
a felon on her right thumb, so that she was unable to use her 
right hand much for the greater part of the term, which must 
detract from her energy and courage, which we like to see in all 
teachers. © But as the scholars did not try to take advantage of 
her disability, she succeeded very well for the first term in a 
country school. One family removed their children from the 
school because tliey could not study an old grammar which was 
not on the list of books. There seems to have been no disaf- 
fection from the rest of the district, and*all went smoothly on to 
its close after the absence of this one family. The terms in this 
district have usually been short, and it cannot be expected the 
school will be as far advanced as in those districts which have 
twice the number of weeks. This term has been thé longest 
they have had for some years, as the district-gave the board— 
thus lengthening the term to thirteen weeks. All things con- 


i7 
sidered, we think there has been a very conmendable degree of 
improvement, and hope the district will continue to lengthen 
out the school for years to come. 
' DISTRICT NO. 6. 

Summer term taught by Miss Julia A. G. Seribner. A’ teach- 

er of experience, and very thorough in the branches passed over ; 

but went over less ground than most of the other districts. The 
reading was good. The principles of reading were dwelt upon, 
and should be followed up, and it will prove 4 good step, espec- 
ially for the older scholars. Perhaps the smaller ones would 
have improved as much if they could have read more. There 
was evidently considérable preparation for the examination, and 
all went off promptly. 

Winter term taught by Mr. Henry I. Hart of Methuen, Mass, 
At the commencement the school appeared well, but there soon 
appeared a disposition among some of the large boys to have 
their own way, an unwillingness to obey, cheerfully, promptly, 
and study the best good of the school. Your committee was 
called in to the school by the teacher and prudential committee. 
On examination, the committee was satisfied that some boys 
were doing things inconsistent with the principles of good order 
in school, but being admonished of the consequences they prom- 
ised -to obey cheerfully and promptly while they remained. in | 
school, but they took their books and left school. What.a pity’! 
Not forthe school or the teacher;.but a pity for the scholars 
that left and their parents. The school went. on all quiet and 
smoothly, but those boys are losing that which they may some- 
time wish they had not lost. At the examination many of the 
parents and friends were present, and appeared well _ satisfied. 
The examination was very fair and impartial, the committe ask- 
ing many question promiscuously in. the various studies. . Some 
scholars were absent the last day: 3

Taught by Miss Ardella C. Crowell of Lawrence, Mass. This

parents and scholars, consequently all went smoothly to the 
close and satisfactorily. This wasa very good’ beginning’ for 
Miss Crowell, and with a little more experience and practice bids - 
fair to make a good teacher.

GENERAL REMARKS, 


Fellow citizens of Windham: In making this report your 
committee feel in duty bound to make a few suggestions. Our. 
common school system, is the foundatlon of our government, 
and must be sustained. Nothing would. please the Catholics 
better than to see the Americans lose their. interest in eur school. 
system, and if we are to sustain our schools, we must sustain our 
teachers in all reasonable requirements. - There has been a few 
eomplaints of insubordination in our winter schools. The teachs 
ers have asked for the aid of parents and committee. The 
question seems to come just to this: shall we aid the. teacher, or 

take the part of the scholar? 

And when parents talk about the faults of the teanmae betore 
their children,. without hearing but one side, or without visiting 
the school to obtain the facts in the case, are they not taking 
the part of the scholar against the teacher? or perhaps keep 
their children at home, do they not say by their example that: 
the school is not of much importance? thus teaching a lesson 
that.these children will remember for years. I am sorry to. say 
that some parents have, during the year now past, followed: in 
these (what ‘your committee believe to be) crooked paths. . There. 
is a great: difference in teachers. Some w ill get along smoothly.» 
in almost any school ; but such teachers demand more wages’ 
than we can afford to pay, in our small schools, and they go to 
Massachusetts or some other place where they-can get more pay. 
StiJl we have no reason to complain, we have been as~ successful 
as we could reasonably expect: we have not had a poor school 
for the year past, yet there is room for improvement ang we 
should all strive together to raise the standard of.our schools to 
the highest possible pitch,“and although a weary task we find it, 
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persevere and never mind it. In regard to punctuality, there 
seems to be a fault somewhere ; do we remember that the regis- 
ter shows the character of our children; and that they are kept 
and can be referred to for years to come? But I fear that some 
of us would rather have them burned than those that come after 
us might not see the number of marks against some ot our chil- 
dren. I ask you parents do you do all you can to have your 
children there in season. 

The register shows a decided improvement in regard to tardy 
marks, from last year, but improvement should be our motto. 

Dist. No. 5, Summer term stands Ist in regard to tardy marks, 
term of 7 weeks with not a single tardy mark and only 2 dis- 
missals.
